Green wald and Coates had been 
In the guard house for two weeks past 
and escaped from there, and, having 
secured civilians' clothing, attempted 
to make good their escape from the 
fort to nvohi the court martial that 
was pending. 
They were challenged 


by the sentry, and in attempting to get 
away were fired upon. Sergeant Heck 
of the Twenty-second, with two pri- 
vates of the guard, came running up 
at this moment and arrested the fugi- 
tives. 
Before this was accomplished, 


however, Greenwald knocked Sergeant 
Hock's buyonet to the ground and at- 
tempted to slash him with a razor, hut 
could not get near enough to do him 
any harm. 


Tim shot fired by the sentry aroused 


the whole post. 
Colonel Sinclair of 


the artillery was one of the first to 
reach the scene oC the trouble. When 
he came up Greenwald was a prisoner, 
being menaced by the bayonet of the 
guard. Coates was also under arrest. 
Colonel Sinclair ordered the men taken 
to the guard house in double irons. 
The two prisoners in ohedience to or- 
ders stepped forward and 
the guard 


fell hehind. After taking a few steps 
both prisoners bolted. Colonel Sinclair 
gave the order to fire and three pri- 
vates fired. Greenwald fell dead in his 
tracks without a cry.
